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These Families Need 
A Wages and Hours Bill 


In her annual report Secretary of Labor 
Perkins reports “heartening progress” to- 
ward improving the conditions of labor dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended June 30, 1937. 

She cites statistics of the Bureau of La- 
bor which show that the average weekly 
earnings of factory workers were 13.4 per 
cent higher in June, 1937, than in June, 1936. 


It might be added that in large part this in- 


crease was due to the activities of the C. I. O., 
which helped bring higher income to many 
thousands of A. F. of L. workers as well. 

“The growth of organized labor in mem- 
bership and in public significance in the last 
two years has been remarkable,” declares the 
report. For this too, it must be added, the 
major credit belongs to the C. I. O. 

Though the report as a whole tends to 
treat the employers rather too gingerly, it 
does defend the Wagner Act, and in the dis- 
cussion of the sitdown strike, avoids repeat- 
ing the ill-advised condemnation of this new 
strike technique which Miss Perkins made 
several months ago. 

Yet despite the gains that have been 
made, one-third of the nation’s families still 
receive an annual income of less than $1,000, 
the report points out. 

Here is the strongést argument for the 
passage by the coming session of Congress 
of a wages and hours bill. Labor’s Non- 
Partisan League has already declared its 
determination to fight for a new bill. The 
A. F. of L. unions should back up this fight 
and prevent Bill Green and his Tory Execu- 
tive Council from repeating their despi- 
cable betrayal of the last session.

A Service to 
The American People 


The decision of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board in the Ford case is a service to 
labor and to the American people. 

In a unanimous ruling the Board found 
that King Henry Ford had spared no 
criminal underworld weapon to defy the 


Wagner Labor Act and to hold his workers | 


in a vise-like grip of starvation and anti- 
labor terror. 

“The freedom of self-organization guar- 
anteed by the (Wagner) Act has been re- 
placed by a rule of terror and repression,” 
the decision held. 


The Board cites the fact that the Ford 


5 empire has been a hotbed of company union- 


ism, private thug armies, anti-labor propa- 
ganda, and brutal attacks against members 
of the CIO United Automobile Workers of 
America. 

The Board’s report also gives the lié to 
the farcical decision handed down last month 
by Judge Lester S. Moll, of the Detroit Cir- 


cuit Court, brazenly freeing the eight Ford 


gangsters after they had savagely assaulted 
12 UAW organizers on May 26. 

Ford’s arrogant defiance of the decision 
and his threats of appeal are on a par with 
his long attempts to brook no interference 
with his sweatshop feudal barony. It is of 

a piece with the “shotgun” Girdlers and the 
reactionary open shoppers, who set up their 
own slave laws in shameless contempt for 
the Constitution. 

The proposals of the Board that Ford 
should reinstate 29 workers fired for union 
activities, repay them for their lost time, and 
cease his anti-union activities, should be sup- 
ported by labor, progressives and the Amer- 
ican people. 

The fight to unionize Ford is the concern 
of the entire labor movement.

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Secretary Wallace Discusses 
Labor Legislation 


One of the ace cards of people's enemies 
is to foster division between the families 
which produce America’s food on the farms, 
and the workers whose labor turns the 
wheels of industry. 

The wily Senator Vandenberg; for ex- 
ample, throughout this session of Congress 
worked this tactic to the utmost, warning 
the farmer Congressmen that the Wage- 
Hour Bill would raise the cost of manufac- 
tured goods, and equally warning the work- 
ers that a program of Farm Aid would in- 
crease the cost of food. 

With this obvious falsehood — false be- 
cause it deliberately conceals the role of the 
Big Trusts in cheating the farmer and rob- 
bing the worker—Vandenberg succeeded in 
winning some old-line farm leaders to an at- 
tack against the Wage-Hour Bill. 

But Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
issued a strong statement which augurs 
well for the growing cooperation of worker 
and farmer groups. Wallace rebuked those 
Congressmen from the farm areas who 
fought the Wdge-Hour Bill, and warned that 
such action seriously hurts the farmers’ in- 
terests. “The Wages and Hours legislation 
would not have harmed the farmers,” Wal- 
lace declared emphatically, “but instead 
would have helped them. . . The mutual re- 
lation between agriculture and these sweated 
groups of labor is very close, and it is very 
important for the farm groups to realize it.” 

This repeats almost literally what such 
outstanding leaders as John L. Lewis said at 
the recent Atlantic City conference of the 
CIO. 

This means that leaders of labor and the 
farm groups are beginning to see eye to eye 
on this crucial problem, all of which means 
that the die-hard reactionaries will find it 
increasingly difficult to set off one group 
against the other to their common harm. 

With the approach of the regular session 
in January, the labor and farm groups have 
an unprecedented opportunity—and duty— 
to get together for a commonly worked out 
Legislative Program. The appearance of the 
notorious Coalition Statement in the Senate 
last week shows that the reactionaries of 
both parties are ganging up against progres- 
sivism. 

Why not a similar cooperation between 
labor and farm groups for the January ses- 
sion of Congress?

1987 saw America’s first daily working class sports 
page crash the consciousness of the country’s millions of 
sports followers with a bang. 

Swinging into line with the rest of the Daily 
Worker in becoming what Heywood Broun called 
“part of the American tradition,” the page played 
an ever increasing part in helping to form and 
change for the better the country’s vast sports life. 

It did more than expose and bring into the spotlight 

hitherto hushed-up conditions of discrimination and un- 
American practices. 
* It played a vital part in the construction of a new 
and growing giant, labor sports. It pointed the way to 
the formation of the trade union athletic leagues now 
establishing a foothold for themselves in all parts of the 
country. 

It picked wp the hammer of public opinion and smashed it 
against the ugly Jim Crow walls of organized baseball, until for 
the first time the whole country is acutely aware of un-American 
discrimination in America’s National Pastime and on the way to 
ending it. 

Aiter the Daily Worker forced National League President Ford 
Krick to admit that there was no written rule against the hiring of 
Negro stars, and printed the statement of Joe Di Maggio, the game s 
number one star, that the Negro pitcher Satcheli Paige was the great- 
est he ever batted against, major papers were forced to take up the 
campaign. The New York Daily News and World-Telegram have al- 
ready spoken up for an end to Jim Crow on the basis of the Daily's 
pioneering campaign. 

It (the sports page) fostered the growth of youth sports and unity 
in that field to such an extent that a prominent Catholic weekly ex- 
pressed fears of a united front between young Communists and young 
Catholics in the field of sports. 

Their “fears” were justified. This year witnessed the unprece- 
dented sight of friendly rivalry between Young Communist and 
Young Catholic sports groups, with the Collins Club, a large Irish 
youth group in New England, inviting a New York YCL team to 
Boston for a series of games. Friendship and understanding grew 
out of these games and natural contact, which laid the “red bogy” 
among large sections of the youth. 

Prominent figures in the world of sports contributed articles 
to and helped the Daily sports page. Red Rolfe, star third base- 
man of the world’s champion Yankees, wrote his day-to-day im- 
pressions of the series exclusively for the “Daily.” 

The Brown Bombers, professional Negro football champs, played 
a game for the benefit of the Daily Worker Expansion drive. 

Hosts of prominent sports personalities, including Jack Dempsey, 
Henry Armstrong, Tommy Farr, Hank Greenberg, Joe DiMaggio, Nat 
Holman, Burleigh Grimes Sid Luckman, et al., granted the Daily sports 
page exclusive interviews and voiced their admiration of it. 

The Daily sports page helped improve the college football 
scene by exposing Michigan University’s Coach Kipke as a strike- 
breaking ally of Harry Bennett, Ford “Service” head, and proving 
that he sent football players into the River Rouge plant to work 
under the leader of the union-hating thug. > 

Kipke was removed six weeks after the story appeared—and he had 
enjoyed his most successful season in some time.
